Delegates to Sit on ConunisHiou 
of Investigation. 


(Associated Trees.) 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 20.—Senator Shid- 
lovski, president of the Commission ap¬ 
pointed by Emperor Nicholas to ascer¬ 
tain the causes of discontent uiuong the 
working classes of St. Petersburg, in a 
note issued to-day, invites the employ¬ 
ers and workmen to elect representative* 
to sit on the commission. Factory own¬ 
ers nnd contractors employing not less 
than a hundred persons are entitled to 
elect fifteen representatives of the dif¬ 
ferent industries, while the workmen of 
the various establishments can choose 
eleetors who on March 3rd will,elect 45 
delegates to serve on the commission. 
Each establishment employing one hun¬ 
dred to three hundred persons is entitled 
to choose an elector, and those employing 
500 to 1,000 |M>rsons two electors. Con¬ 
cerns employing over a thousand persons 
are entitled to an elector for each 500 
employees. Both men and women are 
entitled to .vote, but delegates must be 
men who have worked at least a year 
in their respective factories, and must be 
freely elected by the workers themselves, 
without interference on the part of the 
employers. 

The note issued by Senator Rhldlovskl 
guarantees the personal safety of the 
delegates.

SELF-FILLING PEN 


(Special to the Times.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 20.—The Canadian government will take over from the 
Imperial authorities on July 1st next the Halifax ami Esquimalt defences. 
Canada will foot the entire bill of the garrisons on the Pacific ond on tbo 
Atlantic coasts. All that the Dominion does at present is to pay part of the 
cost of the defences at Esquimau. 

It is understood that the British government suggested that Canada 
should pay £250,000, or $1,250,000 of the coat of maintaining thete defences, 
and leave tho control in fhe hands of the British government. Canada would 
not consent to do this. She adhered to her outstanding offer to assume the 
control and foot the whole bill. It was not a question of cost with the 
Dominion, because the entire outlay will be over $2,000,000. What Canada 
objected to was making any permanent expenditure which would not be 
under the control of the Domiuion parliament. The British authorities have 
agreed to Canada’s offer, which means a saving t<r begin with of over $2,000,- 
000 to the British taxpayer. 

While the control of the Halifax and Esquimalt garrisons will pass into 
the hands of Canada on July 1st, the Dominion will only take over the 
different services gradually. There are certain works with which Canadians 
are not yet familiar, and British officers and men will continue in such posi¬ 
tion until Canadians qualify. Canada eouhl supply the necessary infantry 
in quick order, but it would take some time to fl^*t in the engineering staff, 
etc. 

Canada regards with great favor tho compliment which Britain has paid 
her in handing over those important defences to her care. The trust will be 
well looked after. 

Great credit is due Lord Grey for the interest he has taken in carrying 
out of the negotiations to a speedy and satisfactory conclusion. 

It will be remembered that during the colonial conference Sir Frederick 
Berdan'made an offer to take over Halifax and Eaqnimalt defence#. Can¬ 
ada is prepared to pay every dollar that is required for Canadian defences on 
Canadian soil. '

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VICTIMS OF POLICE. 


Brutal Treatment of Men and Women, 
Several of Whom Are Crippled 
For Life.

Si. Petersburg, via Eidtkuhnen, Feb. 
18.—Another "slaughter of the inno¬ 
cents” has been i>erpetrate<l by the Rus¬ 
sian -police. Tills time tho outrage oc¬ 
curred in Mobil elf, in the government of 
Minsk, and among the victims, mostly 
Jews, were several young women, who 
were brutally assaulted, while the men 
were*kicked, stabbed and beaten. 

The massacre took place on Wednes¬ 
day. but until Thursday the efforts of 
the authorities to keep it quiet were 
successful, for the blood ‘was spilled in 
the building where the local police made 
headquarters. 

It appears that a large number of 
arrests were made in connection with 
some minor strikes which have recently 
occurred in MobilcfF. On Wednesday 
orders were given to arrest the leaders 
and as many of the strikers as could lie 
gathered in without attracting too much 
attention. To this end the Jewish set¬ 
tlements, where most of the workers 
live, were invaded, and a number of men 
and women dragged to the police station. 
There was n«r evidence that these per¬ 
sons were instrumental in calling the 
strike. 

The* prisoners were taken before the 
lieutenant of police who, looking over 
the names and noting that most were 
Jews, turned the strikers over to the 
policemen. "* 

Immediately the offirers pounced upon 
the unarmed workmen and thrashed 
them until they grovelled on the floor. 
They they kicked them down the stairs, 
where a second party of policemen took 
up the task where their comrades had 
left it and mined blows upon the backs 
of their victims with the flat of their 
swords. By this time most of the work¬ 
men were almost unconscious, but the 
torture hail not yet been completed. 
TUm* were taken into the courtyard, 
wlierb a party of soldiers' who were 
guarding the prison annex fell- upon 
them, gouged their eyes out. broke their 
limbs with blows from their rifle barrels 
and then kicked the injured all over the 
yard. 

Several girls, who had up to that mo¬ 
ment escaped with minor injuries*, were 
sliomcfuliy assaulted by the soldiers 
and then flogged. Several of these girls, 
it is elated, cannot live, while others 
will Is* crippled for life. Several of the 
men died in the yard. Others were kept 
there maimed anil bleeding until the 
superior officers realised that their ro- 
moral had become an urgent necessity. 
They were transferred to the prison hos¬ 
pital. According to reliable reports, there 
were over 100 men and women in the 
party of prisoners. How many lost their 
lives is not known.

Duke Raul will resume his military ser¬ 
vice as general aide-de-camp to the Km- 
perer. and will attend the funeral of the 
Graud Duke Sergius at Moscow.” 

The decision of the Emperor in this 
period of his grief to restore the Graud 
Duke Paul, the youngest brother of the 
Grand Duke Sergius, to rank and family, 
is felt to be a most gracious act. The 
Grand link*. Paul was degraded several 
years ago because he persisted in con¬ 
tracting a morganatic marriage with 
Madame Olga Ristolkues. despite the 
commands of the Emperor and the 
wishes of the Lmpcriul family. He was 
deprived of rauk in the army and his 
orders and decorations were withdrawn. 
The d 1 sirs of Russia were closed to him 
ami the Gruud I hike aud Grand Duchess 
Sergius: extended the shelter of their 
home to his two children by his first 
marriage, and virtually adopted them. 
Of late the decree against the Grand 
Duke Paul has been relaxed to the ex¬ 
tent that he was allowed to return to 
Russia, uad the Emperor now* permits 
him to take his rightful place with the 
other imperial mourners. 

Several orders and decorations with 
which the Grand Duke Sergius's breast 
was covered at the time of his assassin¬ 
ation fell at the feet of a sentry iu the 
arsenal a hundred yards away, his sword 
was shattered, but the jewellery and 
the rings he wore were recovered from 
the spectators of the outrage who pick¬ 
ed them up. A gold cross which the 
Grand Duke, like all of the orthodox, 
wore round his neck next his body, was 
not recovered. Grand Duchess Eliza¬ 
beth has issued a piteous appeal to the 
public to search for anil return this 
relic. Among the imperial personages 
heye to attend the funeral beside the 
immediate family of the Grand Duke 
Sergius, are the two adopted children of 
Grand Duke Constantine. Grand Duke 
Paul and Grand Duchess Vladimir.

Moscow, Feb. 18.—Tue body of the 
Grand Duke Sergius lies iu an oak coffin 
with silves eagles at its head aud foot, 
in the monastery whither it was remov¬ 
ed yesterelay. It stands on a silver bier 
among jx mass of growing palms. There 
are two wreaths on the casket, one from 
Graud Duchess Elizabeth and the other 
from the lute Grand Duke’s suite. 

The coffin is half covered by a grand 
ducal pall of gold embroidery with bor¬ 
ders of ermine, and the Grand Duke's 
decorations are arranged on either side 
of the casket’in order of precedence. 
Prayers are to be said thrice daily by 
the clergy, and there will be duy and 
night watches for the dead by generals 
and officers of the first, second, third 
and fourth ranks, and a number of per¬ 
sona 1 friends, - while two officers of the 
Moscow* garrison will stand sentinel at 
the head and foot of the bier. Detach¬ 
ments of soldiers will maintain a con¬ 
tinuous guard outside the monastery. 

Au extraordinary session of the muni¬ 
cipal council has passed a resolution re¬ 
questing the minister of the interior to 
present the condolences of the city to 
the Emperor and has also sent a me$sage 
of sympathy to Grand Duchess Eliza¬ 
beth. 

It appears to be confirmed that the 
Grand Duke Sergius, when killed, was 
on his way to the governor-general’s 
palace on the Verskala. where he resid¬ 
ed while governor-general, for the pur¬ 
pose of taking a bath. The Graud Duke 
was a great lover of Russian baths, 
those lie had arranged in the palace be¬ 
ing most sumptuous. Vice-Governor 
Hahotirnff. who was preceding the Grand 
Duke from the Nicholas palace, noticed 
a crowd in Rod square, and turned 
back to warn the Grand Duke to pro¬ 
ceed through a sale street, but was al¬ 
ready too late. The explosion occnrred 
as no reached the Kremlin street. 

While the assassin was dressed as a 
peasant it is evident that he belongs to 
a higher class. His papers were all 
forgeries, and there is no clue yet as to 
bis identity. 

Policeman Loeintoff. who was near the 
Nikolnsky gate, and who seized the as¬ 
sassin. says that just as the Grand 
Dnke’s carriage drove into Senate 
sqnnre. the murderer moved out and 
hurled the bomb directly into the car¬ 
riage window. A blinding flash and a 
terrific explosion followed, the force of 
which reduced the vehicle to splinters. 
The air wns absolutely filled with a red 
haze, blood being spattered to a distance 
of three hundred feet. The maddened, 
wounded horses dashed forward, drag¬ 
ging the coachman. Andrew, a man of 
gigantic stature, but they soon fell in 
their tracks. 

An officer who witnessed the tragedy 
directed some srIdlers from .the bar¬ 
racks to bring a stretcher, himself cover¬ 
ing the remains, of which only .a leg and 
a portion cf the body was intact, with 
the overcoat of one of the men.

The result would be that each taxpayer 
would then know exactly how much he Is 
being taxed for school purposes, and the 
trustees would thert have to take the re¬ 
sponsibility of their own expeiuliture. 

If It could be arranged that school gov¬ 
ernment could be entirely separated from 
city goverumeut. It would perhaps be still 
more satisfactory; but 1 am of the opin¬ 
ion, that If the school board, when they 
wish to Increase their expenditure, must 
also raise the taxes, they will eudeavor, 
rather than take such u step, to practice 
economy. The present system Is nothing 
more or less than a standing temptation 
towards extravagance. 

1 would therefore suggest that you bring 
this matter before your council a*, the 
earliest opportunity, and that resolution* 
should be passed urging the government to 
amend the two acts In question, along the 
lines suggested. 

It may be. that In your city, the trustees 
have not yet exceedeu the 2 -inlll limit; but 
It Is only a question of lime when they will 
do so, and 1 woald ask the hearty co-opera¬ 
tion and support of yourself and your conn 
ell in this attempt to put the mutter on a 
business-like basis. If anything Is to be 
accomplished at the present session of the 
legislature, prompt action must be taken.

Ou a report dated 18th January, 1903, 
from the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, 
submitting that representations have been 
made by Influential parties lu British Col¬ 
umbia and by deputations from the said 
province, representing the majority of the 
salmon cauners interested, that a crisis bus 
arisen In the salmon fisheries of the Frrser 
and adjoiulug water* of the Straits of 
Georgia and Juan de Fuca, threatening to 
permanently Injure aud eveu wholly de¬ 
stroy the Important salmon flshlug and can¬ 
ning Industry of the Fraser river; these 
representations show that the unrestricted 
fishing In Puget Mound aud Juau de Fuca

The simpler 
way and the easier way would of course 
have been to adopt the suggestion of 
the Imperial government and to have 
handed over a lump sum to covot the cost 
of the operations. But, apart alto : 
gether from the fact that such a policy 
would have meant the introduction of a 
system radically antagonistic to the 
principle of responsible government, the 
expenditure of public funds in such a 
manner as to deprive the representatives 
of the people of a voice in the disposition 
of the same would inevitably have led to 
friction between the two governments. 
The question of the adequacy of the 
amount contributed would have had to 
be considered from time to time by the 
Imperial authorities, while the policy of 
British statesmen might not at all times 
be quite satisfactory to the minds of 
Canadians who were contributing part of 
the funds to sustain the programme. So 
as we have a manifest duty to perform, 
the proper course is to bejjjn aright aud 
to go forward fearlessly* There is uot 
the least doubt that Canadians will 
loyally support any government that does 
its duty in preparing for all possible 
contingencies. The present administra¬ 
tion may be depended upon to see that 
the changes at Esquimau and Halifax 
will- mean no deterioration in the effec¬ 
tiveness of those stations as the chief 
strongholds of Great Britain in America.

Railroad Guides of Early Day* Are Now 
Curious Relics. 


It is just sixty-fiv© years ago sine© 
Georgo Bradshaw, the quaker engraver 
and map-maker of Manchester, England, 
was- first inspired to publish bis “Time 
Table.” It was a tiny pamphlet bound 
in green cloth, and was nothing more 
than a collection of the monthly time 
table issued by the seven railway com¬ 
panies then in existence in England. Of 
this volume there are now only fonr 
copies in existence, but they are worth 
their weight in gold. 

So encouraged was Bradshaw by the 
success of this time table that in 1840 
he published his "Railway Companion.” 
in a volume of thirty-eight pages with 
maps which sold at a shilling. These 
early guides were published rather irre¬ 
gularly because of the difficulty of leanv- 
ing the changes in times from the rail¬ 
way authorities. They resented Brad¬ 
shaw’s interference and put every 
obstacle in the way of his obtaining in¬ 
formation. At last, through the quaker’s 
perseverance, they finally agreed to ad¬ 
just their time tables hy the beginning 
of the month. Thereafter It wag smooth 
sailing. The guide continued to grow 
and prosper and to make itself a neces¬ 
sity. 

These early railway guides make in¬ 
teresting reading. The trains gre de¬ 
scribed as first-class, second-dam. mixed, 
fast and mail. Third-clas* travellers had 
the choice of sitting on the roofs or in 
open waggons, resembling cattle trucks. 
Gentlemen riding in their own carriages 
were charged second-class fare. Baggage 
was carried on the roof, and passengers 
who sat there were cautioned to wear 
their overcoats and provide them selves 
with gauze spectacles. First-class fare 
between London and Birmingham was

Pub'le sentiment has forced the price 
down from the earlier extortionate figure 
to 80 cento; and the immensely Increased 
consumption of gas has made the com¬ 
pany’s unwilling concession the most profit¬ 
able thing that ev.er happened to It. A 
success of this kind seems to saj "Go thou 
and do likewise" to other cities. 

Good gaa coal 1* certainly not cheaper In 
Toronto than It I* in New York city. It 
ha* to be Imported from the United States, 
If we mistake not. since the only coal pro 
duced lo the eastern part of the Dominion 
Is that of Nova Beotia, which Is of a very 
poor quality. Nor Is the making and sup¬ 
plying of gas a mure economic proposition 
In a small city like Toronto than it Is in the 
densely populated areas of thl* city.

Here, whatever bis faults, is a 
man among men. a true swordsman with 
his eye upon your pupil, and we respect 
him howevbr hard he shall have hit at ue. 
But this wayward man of Petersburg 
we cannot pleaae, try wo ever so hat'd, 
for to the weak courtesy must needs 
seem condescension, and our nature is 
not exquisite in those affairs.

that It will greatly stimulate lead mining 
In . the province.

Police Magistrate Holds That Van¬ 
couver Liquor Licence By-Law In¬ 
fringes on Dominion Legislation.

“Another by-law has been declared 
bad by the police magistrate, this time 
the Liquor License By-Law,” says the 
Vancouver News-Advertiser. 

“In the police court Saturday morning. 
Magistrate Alexander handed down n de¬ 
cision in the casfl against A. Austin, pro¬ 
prietor of the Grand View hotel, who 
was charged with selling liquor on Sun¬ 
day. The case was dismissed. In doing 
so. the magistrate stated briefly that the 
by-law was no g<k>d, am! could not be 
sustained. 

“This case lias been l>efore the court, 
and has been eagerly watched. Argu¬ 
ment was made by Stuart Livingston, J 
representing the defendant hotelkeeper, 
both along the Hues that the Sunday 
Closing By-Law had been repealed, and 
that, in any case, it conflicted with the 
Sunday Observance Act, which was in 
the jurisdiction of the Dominion. In 
the first instance, the by-law, under a 
seoNon of which the charge wns made, 
i was passed by the council some years 
ago, and at a later date the license com¬ 
missioners paused a measure regulating 
the closing of bars on week day nights. 
This did not deal with Sunday closing. 
iifiJl a clause stated that all other by¬ 
laws regulating the sale of liquor were 
repealed. Mr. Livingston’s contention 
was that no Sunday Closing By-Law ex¬ 
isted. 

”If it did not exist, then he maintain¬ 
ed it was no goes!, because the power to 
ngulate Sunday observance rested with 
a higher authority than the municipal 
council or the board of license commis¬ 
sioners. This point was argued on 
Thursday morning last, when the magis¬ 
trate stated that ho ruled against Mr. 
Livingston on the point regurding the 
repeal. 

“Saturday the by-law was declared no 
good, principally on the ground of Sun¬ 
day observance. 

“The appeal which has been made by 
Messrs. Schmerl and Muller, proprietors 
of the Palace hotel, from n recent con¬ 
viction in the police court, is not affect¬ 
ed by the decision in the Austin case. 
The fontier was an offence under the 
by-law passed by the board of licence 
commissioners, for allowing iH*ruous in 
the bar of the hotel between 1 o'clock 
and 5 o’clock a. m.. while the latter was 
for selling liquor on Sunday.” ,

U. Steamship company have 
ccuMed selling first saloon tickets for the 
steamships Tartar and Athenian. The 
passenger accommodation on these ships 
lias boon all turned over for intermediary 
passenger use, ami the fare to Hongkong, 
instead of being $225 as was formerly 
cnargod on these vessels, and is still 
charged for first-class passage ou the 
Empresses, will be $115. This will be 
a distinct gain for the travelling public, 
and incidentally, it is believed, will work 
greatly to the advantage of the company. 

The cvoncession is made by the eom- 
pauyin order to differentiate in the mat¬ 
ter of the two services, viz., that given by 
the Empress liners from that on the Ath¬ 
enian and Tartar The latter vesels are 
old and not up-to-date like the Empress¬ 
es, although both are still excellent 
ships. Then again, they have not the 
ships, and compare favorably with other 
liners operated in the Oriental trade. 
Then again, they have not the 
speed and in some respects the ac¬ 
commodation of the better ships. The 
Empresses, it- is hoped to keep more .es¬ 
pecially for first-class travel. The rates 
which have all along been charged on 
them will continue in force and the ser¬ 
vice given will be, ns it always has been 
since the ships commenced running, the 
very best. While this remains, the ser¬ 
vice provided on the Tartar and Athenian 
will not lx* in the least impaired. 

It Is believed that the change has been 
made so that the company may more suc¬ 
cessfully cope with the strong competi¬ 
tion offered by the Great Northern steam¬ 
ships, the second-elnss accommodation 
on which perhaps surpass anything else 
of the kind seen heretofore on the Pa¬ 
cific. The Empresses retain their repu¬ 
tation as the fastest ships on thyPacific, 
and it is the intention of the company, 
it would seem, to more than ever special¬ 
ize them ns such. In eonseumuice of this 
move on the part of the Cnnhdtnn com¬ 
pany. it will be interesting to note if any 
corresjMuiding re-nrrangement will be ef¬ 
fected by other competing lines. 

The Tartar arrived here from the 
Orient yesterday morning, having reach¬ 
ed quarantine on Saturday night. She 
leported an nneventful passage across the 
Pacific. The steamer brought 33 pas¬ 
sengers and a full cargo.

Permission may be granted by the Minis¬ 
ter of the Interior to locate claims contain¬ 
ing Iron and mica, also copper, in the Yukon 
Territory, of an areu not exceeding 1UO 
acres. 

The patent , for a mining location ehnll 
provide for the payment of a Royalty of 2‘/a 
per cent, of the sales of the products of the 
location. 

Placer Mining.—Manitoba and the N. W. 
T., excepting the Yukon Territory.—Placer 
mining elating generally are 100 feet square; 
entry fee. $5, renewable yearly. Ou the 
North Saskatchewan River claims are 
either bar or bench, the former being 1U0 
feet long and extending between high and 
low water mark. The latter iucludes bar 
diggings, but extends back to the base of 
the hill or bank, but not exceeding 1,000 
feet. Where steam power Is used, claims 
200 feet wide juay be obtained. 

Dredging In the rivers of Manitoba and 
the N. W. T., excepting the Yukon Terri* 
tory.—A free miner may obtain only two 
leases of five miles each for a term of 
twenty years, renewable In the discretion 
of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee's right is confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars of the river below low 
water mark, and subject to the rights of 
all persons who have, or who may receive 
entries for bar digging* or bench claims, 
except on the Saskatchewan River where 
the lessee may dredge to high water mark 
on each alternate leasehold. 

The lessee shall have a dredge In opera¬ 
tion within one season from the date of the 
Jease for each five miles, but where u i**r- 
son or company has obtained more than one 
lease one dredge for each fifteen tulles or 
fraction Is sufficient. Rental, $10 per 
annum tor each, mile of river leased. 
Royalty at the rate of two and a half per 
cent, collected on the output alter It ex¬ 
ceeds $ 10 , 000 . 

Dredging in the Yukon Territory.—Six 
leases of five miles each mnv be granted to 
a free miner for a term or twenty years, 
algo renewable. 

The lessee's right Is confined" to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars In the river below low 
water mark, that boundary to be fixed by 
Its position on the 1st day of August In the 
year of the date of the lease. 

The lessee shall have one dredge In opera¬ 
tion within two years from the date of the 
lease, .and on© dredge for each five mites 
within six years from such date. Rental, 
$100 per mile for first year and $10 per 
mile for each subsequent. year. Royalty, 
same as placer mining. 

Placer Mining in the Yukon Territory.— 
Creek, gulch, river and hill claims shall 
not exceed 250 feet In length, measured on 
the base line or general direction of the 
creek or gulch, the width being from l.OUO 
to 2.000 feet. All other placer claims shall 
be 250 feet square. 

Claims are marked by two legal posts, 
one. at eaeh end, bearing notices. Entry 
must be obtained within ten days. If the 
claim Is within ten miles of Mining Re¬ 
corder’s office. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten miles or fraction. 

The person or company staking a claim 
must hold a free miner's certificates.

At 11.40 o’clock on Wednesday night 
three men were instantly killed on the 
fourth level of the Ceutre Star mine. 
Rossiand. They were working in a stope 
when a large section of the roof, weigh¬ 
ing a number of tons, fell down upon 
them. The weight of the mass was so 
large and its impact so great that it 
crushed through two floors in the stope 
and carried the three men down and par¬ 
tially buried them in a mass of broken 
rock ami lumber. Death must have 
been swift to tho unfortunate men, as 
their bodies w*ere badly mangled and 
bruised. 

The men killed were; Samuel Joki and 
H. Tulbbo, machine men, and Septimus 
Stem pen son. a trammer. 

Harrison Reay was standing close to 
the men who were killed, and the falling 
mass of rock did not miss him more than 
two feet. There were several other men 
working nearby who had similar narrow 
escapes from a sudden and awful death. 
It took a number of men nearly nn hour 
to get the bodies of the three men killewl 
from where they were partially buried 
in the broken debris. 

Dr. Kenning, coroner. * after ronking 
careful inquiries, decided that an inquest 
was not necessary, as the cause of death 
was obvious. Juki was a Findlsnder, 20 
years of age. and has been a resident of 
Rossiand for a year. Tulbbo was also a 
Finlander, aged 30 years, was single and 
lived in Rossiand since 1000. Stevenson 
was a native of Cumberland. Eng., 
whence he recently came. He was about 
25 years old and single.

The consolidation project is 
still embryonic, and will depend largely 
upon the reports of experts who are ex¬ 
amining the various mines to be united. 
It was officially announced at the Le Roi 
annual meeting that the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific, which owns the Trail, R. (’.. ^mel- 
fcr. was willing to support a strong com¬ 
bination with Mr. Aldridge as general 
manager.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 20.—4.30 p.m.— 
The spirit of revolution had complete 
possession of the' great meeting of pro¬ 
fessors. students and directors of the 8 t. 
Petersburg university, which assembled 
nt noon to discuss the question of joining 
tin general strike inaugurated by simi¬ 
lar institutions in Russia, and decided to 
close the university till fall. 

in anticipation of possible trouble, when 
the meeting broke up. squadrons of Cos¬ 
sacks again paraded the streets. 

It was^t-he first joint meeting of stu- 
deuts and professors ever authorized, hut 
in view of the situation, it was hoped the 
presence of the professors, most of whom 
are in complete sympathy with the Lib¬ 
eral movement, would exercise a restrict¬ 
ing influence. 

The meeting was held in the audi¬ 
torium of *he university. Neva hall being 
comparatively small and incapable of 
holding one-fifth of the four tbousaud 
students assembled. The auditorium was 
packed to suffocation with earnest-look¬ 
ing young men and womw, and the door¬ 
ways and window embrasures were 
banked w ! th students, who held others 
on their shoulders. It was a strange 
gathering. Most of the students were 
poorly clad, and all were in a state.of 
intense excitement. 

Some of the professors tried to stem 
the tide with more moderate counsel, 
advising the students to go hack to their 
.studies, but their advice was howled 
down. When Prof. Speranzi, one of the 
speakers, revealed the fact that Gov¬ 
ernor-General Trepoff had threatened not 
to permit any student, who left his 
studies, to re-enter any of the big uni¬
